MISSIONARY HOME FROM CHIN 
ON FURLOUGH 


WENDELL PHILLIPS, BROTHER OF 
L. A. PHILLIPS, WRITES 
INTERESTING LETTER 


—_—_ o——_ 
Wendell Phillips, missionary to 
China, formerly of the Carseland 


Community and his wife Ethel Cober 
Phillips and their baby daughter, 
Kathleen, are visiting relatives in 


Strathmore and Carseland Districts. 

They lived in the Province of Shinsi 
North China, for seven years and this 
was their first visit home. Sunday atf- 
ternoon a large number of Mr. Phillips 
relatives gathered at the home of his 
father, Mr. C. A. Phillips at Carseland, 
for a visit with them. 

He said they left Chungking China 
on Oct, 8th., 1942, and landed in New 
Orleans about the middle of May. 
They flew over the Himalayas 21,000 
feet high, to Calcutta, this being not 
only the highest, but the most danger- 
ous flight in the world. They travel- 
led in a Douglas airliner. 

From Calcutta they went to Bombay 
by train a 48-hour trip. Here they 
waited many days for a ship that 
would take women and children, It 
finally arrived and took 12 days to 
reach Capetown, South Africa. The 
ship just ahead and the one just be- 
hind them were sunk by submarines. 


At Capetown they intended to stay at 
the Missionary home for one week, 
but it was two months before they 
could get a boat. They crossed the 
south Atlantic, an 18-day trip, to 
Buenos Airies. 

After several days stay they went 
by land over the Andies to Valparaiso. 
Here, Spanish was the only language 
they heard. They stayed at the Salva- 
tion Army hospital home and met 
others from North America. They 
waited 25 days for another boat, and 
sailed to Balboa, Panama, thence to 
New Orleans a 13-day trip. They had 
plenty of escorting ships, with observa- 
tion balloons hovering overhead, but 
there was no interference. 

From New Orleans they went to 
Washington D. C. and Philadelphia, 
then to Toronto, Canada, then back to 
the eastern States to visit Mr. Phillips 
birthplace, Dowagiac, Mich, later re- 
turning to Canada to visit Mrs. Phillips 
home at Swan River, Manitoba. 

Mrs. Phillips is also a missionary in 
China having been in China a year 
longer than Mr. Phillips. They were 
for six months under Jap domination, 
and say the stories we hear about 
them are not exaggerated. Their 
baby daughter was born in China. 

They will be spending some time in 
Alberta. 


The service throughout was digni- 
fied and a most interesting sermon 
was given by the rector. 

Rev. Hoad in his address used two 
ideas for the background of his re- 
marks. He asked what Freemasonry 
was and gave the following definition, 


“A charitable, benevolent, educational 
and religious Society.” Then he men- 
tioned the oceasion of their church 
parade the Nativity of St. John the 
Baptist and used St. John’s own des- 
cription of himself, “I am the voice 
of one crying in the wilderness.” The 
last, he said, strikes the chord for our 
lives and went on to point out that we 
are in a chaotic wilderness, mentally 
and spiritually. This has been caused 
through the war, and will be more de- 
vasting before it is better. In this 
wilderness several voices are being 
heard, among them is the voice of 
Freemasonary. It is heard in the al- 
leviation of suffering. This latter the 
speaker stressed must only be the ex- 
pression of the thoughts which un- 
derwrite our actions, Freemasonary, 
he said, has been described as a religi- 
ous society, and while allowing the in- 
itiate freedom of conscience it de- 
mands a cognizance of certain spirit- 
ual facts and practices. It is these 
features which the voice of Freemason 
ry must also make plain to the world 
of today, remembering always that the 
authority for any voice is the life of 
its devotees, If the life is lacking 
then that voice is a sham, Mr. Hoad 
asked that all add to the woice of their 
respective group, to help now with the 
prosecution of the war and to plan for 
the post-war period, and to include in 
that period the spiritual side of life in 
which all life finds its answer.

first French- 


Canadian Prime Minister of Canada, 
headed the Liberal governments from 
1896 to 1910. In 1897 he attended 
Queen Victoria’s diamond jubliee. He 
secured the denunciation of the Ger- 
man and Belgian treaties, thus enabl- 
ing Canada and other Dominions to 
make preferential trade arrangements 
with Great Britain, and he introduced 
the Canadian preference of 33 1-3 per 
cent, for British good. In the South 
African War he sent Canadian contin- 
gents. His premiership was a period 
of great prosperity for Canada. He 
strove always for unity within Canada 
and within the Empire, and for friend- 
ship between Canada and the United 
States. 

Quebec has produced another great 
Canadian in Premier Adelard Godbout. 
The Speech from the Throne stamped 
him as a coming man in this country. 
What he proposes to do for education, 


reforms painfully neglected, and his! 
plans for the post-war work in his 
province place him high up among 


those public men of whom Canada 
can take pride. 

In the House not long ago he said— 

“Quebec is not my field of action, 
Canada is my field of action. 

“Some have asked why I so strongly 
support the war effort. I have given 
my reasons. And I call on every one 
now to do his part, 

“T want a unified Canada now, and ? 
want a unified Canada after the war. 
I want to see Canada grow into a great 
country, and I want it to be an example 
of ugity and harmony to the rest of 
the world.” 

These words came from the man 
who was elected when M’sieu Duples- 
sis appealed to the Province in an 
anti-British campaign, 

They smack of greatness and mark 
him as a man of Sir Wilfred Laurier’s 
stamp. Whether or not he rises to 
the heights Laurier achieved, the 
future alone will tell. It can be said 
he as his feet started on the way.

Thanks to the willing re- 
sponse of farmers and the enterprise 
of elevator agents, 8,200 cars of 
scrap have been shipped with a 
total of about 130,000 tons of metal. 
¥40,000 tons remain in dumps at 
various shipping points. This is 
because it has been necessary, until 
recently, to assemble at least 25 tons 
at a point before loading. Now, 
however, two stop-overs ave allowed 
in order to make up a earload and, |

This is no time to relax, because 
the need for scrap iron and steel is 
urgent. It is estimated that 65,000 
tons are still available on farms. 
The importance of getting this 
delivered and shipped is very great. 
Farmers will be paid $7.00 per ton 
for scrap delivered to local elevator 
purchasing agents. Heavy stuff, such 
steam engines, heavy tractors, 
ete., is worth $4.50 per ton on the 
farm. @It will be cut up and re- 
moved by the cutter crew. Any 
farmer having heavy scrap which 
requires the cutter crew should 
immediately notify the elevator pur- 
chasing agent.
